CHANGING FROM MANUSCRIPT TO CURSIVE WRITING

The letters used in cursive (joined) writing are modified forms of manuscript or printed-letters. Ordinarily, 
cursive letters are written with slant and have added beginning strokes. Ending strokes are also added when letters 
are written alone or at the end of a word.

In cursive writing the letters are not only joined and slanted, but the spacing between letters is wider than in 
manuscript writing. If manuscript letters are spaced widely and slanted, one may easily “‘write over’ the letters.
